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unguallifid, uaperforming Genius, and un- 
apt for the great Buſineſs of the State they 
are call'd to, ſhould not be employ'd. But 
the Prince is not anſw2rable, no not in Diſ- 
cretion, it the Miniſter bs a Traytor, - for 
tha* he could not foreſee 3 The Incapacity 
of the Oificer reflefts on his Employer, but 
his Waag of Iategrity refieas only up 
himſclf. 

But after all,the Capacity of a Stateſma 
or the Wiſdom and Covrage of a General, 
thu' wiſely cunſider'd by the Pripce, this 
does not ſecure Succeſs ; if a General acre 
bound to ner, or be condemn'd to die, 
who would gommand our Armies; Men* 
ace to anſwer for no more, thin as Men 
ought ta b- expetted from them. 

To deſcend to particulars ; It was very 
hard the Duke of Maribercugh ſhould fight 
for his Life, in fighting with the French it 
a double Capacity in the Feild from the 
Fire of the Enemy, and at home frem Peo- 
ple that peeten to charge every Diſafter, 
that may iÞefall him as a Crime upon: him- 
felf; and at leaftwound his Reputatioa in 
it, if they cannot his Lite.
